Applicant discloses that the office has issued 
patents using the "input clutch" limitation, but does not suggest or cite patent numbers for examiner to review. Applicant argues that the 
"input clutch" limitation is defined in the specification, and although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. 
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
